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PREFACE. 



To THE Chairman and Members of the Salop County Council. 



My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Inspection of Parish Documents under Section 17 
of the Local Government Act, 1894. 



In continuation of our interim report we have now to report that 
we have completed our inspection of the documents in all the parishes in 
the County, so far as the time at our command, and the facilities placed 
at our disposal have permitted us to do. and the report we now have the 
honour to lay before you covers the whole County. We are pleased to 
acknowledge the hearty welcome we received in most of the parishes we 
visited, both from the Clergy and the representatives of the Councils and 
Meetings who in many instances expressed their high appreciation of the 
action ofTfiie County Council in ordering the inspection. We were much 
impressed in several instances, with the extremely careful manner in which 
some of the clergy keep their records, and not infrequently we found that they 
had, with immense labour, translated or transcribed, (or both), as the case may 
be, many of their older registers and accounts, etc. As an instance of this 
we would refer you to the parish of Cheswardine, the Vicar of -which (the 
Rev. J. E. Hughesj has translated many of the most interesting Churchwardens' 
Accounts — dating back to 1544 — fragments of an old Breviary (which formed 
the covers of a Churchwardens' Account book) and other extremely interesting 
documents. The work— though interesting - must have been extremely 
arduous, and taken a great deal of time to accomplish. Mr. Hughes very 
kindly placed the results of his labours at our disposal, and we have 
incorporated these in our reports. 

The report contains so much that is interesting, that it is almost 
invidious to direct attention to any particular items, but we venture to 
think there are a few documents, &c., to which it may be useful to refer. 

We have reproduced several terriers, and perhaps the Atcham 
Terrier (pp. 17 — 21), and the Cheswardine Terrier (pp. 96 — 101) are as 
interesting as any. 

On page 24 will be found a copy of a memorandum, dated 1662. 
of the induetion of a Vicar of Baschurch, which is distinctly interesting, and 
moreover, it is the only complete record of this description that we came 
across. 

On pages 29 and 30 we give a copy of an Order Endorsed 
" An Order about the Love Feast, dated 1639." This remarkably interesting 
document was transcribed by the Rev. Thursby-Pelham for the " Shropshiye 
Archoeological Transactions " of 1895; and he very kindly lent us a copy of the 
"Transactions'' in which it appears. 



The "Articles of Agreement " kept in the safe in the Vestry of 
Chetton Church, a copy of which will be found on pages 102 — iii, is the 
only one of its kind that we found. It is dated 29th November, 1819, and 
is signed and sealed by sixty-two persons. It throws a somewhat curious 
light on the mode in which the county was policed — or, rather, not policed— 
in those days. 

As one illustration of the necessity of an inspection of the parish 
documents we would refer you to pages 114 — 115, where we give a, copj of 
a report of a committee appointed to review the documents in the parish of 
Chirbury. So thoroughly did this committee do their work that, as they 
themselves state, they destroyed a considerable number of documents, the 
list of which they give. 

Many of the notes from the Church Pulverbatch papers are worth 
perusing, notably the payment of two shillings in 1685 to "Richard Gittons, 
for hunting ye, foxe." and, on the same pa^e- date 1692 — a payment of three 
shillings and two pence '• For Mault hopps and a qter. of Tobacco for ye 5 
of November." There are many entries in various parishes of payments 
made for foxes or foxes' heads, to some of which we may refer later on ; 
but the above payment for tobacco is the only one we came across ; and it 
will be observed that it was made in the seventeenth century. 

Some of the best specimens of the certificates of Burials in Wollen 
are to be found in the Clive Kegister — see pages 134 and 135. That on page 
135, in the year 1679, which refers to the burial of Margaret Sandlands, is 
particularly elaborate. 

The registers and other books frequently contain entries of 
interesting events, some of which we have reproduced. Occasionally the 
entries are full of pathos, but now and then they are extremely humorous 
and quaint. An entry to which the last adjective may be applied will be 
found on page 139. It is dated "Easter-Day, 1808," and announces the 
fact that the then Vicar of Clunbury had agreed with the parishioners " to take 
instead of the spare wine at the Sacrament ten quart pottles 0} good Port Wine 
afinually to be delivered to him in every year at Easter — Tke Parish Clerk to 
have the pottles.'" 

On page 144 we give a quaint note from the Coreley Register. It 
is not only quaint, but also extremely interesting, as it throws a very vivid light 
upon the -disturbed state of the county at the period — 1644— 1650 — when 
even this remote parish came under the influence of the great events which 
so largely influenced the subsequent history of our country. Our note 
states that there are several blank spaces in the register during the years 
we have mentioned, and in one of these spaces some one has written the 
words "Registering neglected— a happy time." 

And the entry in the Longford Register " Here wants a Register 

from ye year 1603 to 1654 y*^ i^ to say for 51 years which 

cannot be found, supposed to be lost in our uncivill wars or times of 
rebellion " describes what, unfortunately, happened in many parishes in those 
troublous years. 

The entry in the Eaton-under-Heywood Register, dated 22nd July, 
1807, a copy of which we reproduce on page 159. records a. storm which 
must have considerably disturbed the curate of the parish for he describes it 



as " A most awful and tremendous storm of thunder, lightning, hail and 

rain. Hail fell in this neighboui^hood 4 to 5 inches in length In 

short it was an awful visitation." 

Perhaps one of the most interesting items is the entry in the Bolas 
Magna Register, of the marriage of Lord Burleigh. On the 13th April 1790 
one "John Jones" was man-ied to Sarah Hoggins; John Jones being then 
Lord Burleigh, afterwards Earl of Exeter. 

We have already alluded to the payment for foxes' heads. The 
interesting extracts from the documents, &c. of Lydbury North, made by 
the vicar, (pages 213 — 218) show that one shilling a head was paid in that 
parish from 1618 to 1786 (p. 217). The "fox" question was clearly an 
important one in Lydbury North, and dogs were numerous ; the accounts 
contain many payments for " whippinge dogges " out of Church, and in 1793 
the parish incurred an expenditure of £\ 3s. 4d. on " A coat and waistcoat 
for Dogman." 

We have said that, here and there, the entries are extremely 
pathetic. It is difficult to imagine anything more so than the entry made 
in November, 1773 in the overseers' accounts for the parish of Mainstone 
(see p. 222) from which it appears that a wretched child, described as " John 
Jones a poor boy maintained by the parish" was "settled" with various 
householders each of whom had him for six months, "according to lotts," 
the first person receiving fifteen shillings, and each subsequent householder 
with whom the child was settled receiving two shillings and sixpence less 
'■till he shall be able to get his living." 

The only entry of an excommunication which came under our 
notice is continued in one of the registers of the parish of Holy Cross 
(Shrewsbury), the person brought under the ban being Hannah Julit ; her 
offence "contumacy and contempt" to the Court of Lichfield, and the date 
of the excommunication being 17th August, 1707. 

The documents at St. Chad's (Shrewsbury) are extremely valuable 
(see pages 303 — 307) and the registers contain several interesting entries. 
For instance there is an entry, dated 23rd December, 1647 of the burning 
of a woman in the "quarell," (no doubt meaning The Quarry) for poisoning 
her husband. We find too, that the plague began m Shrewsbury on the 
i2th June, 1650, in Frankwell in "John Pounds' hoose " ; and there is an 
entry dated "1660, May ist to the effect that *' King Charles the second 
entered London on ye 2gth of this instant, May, after 16 years exile, and in 
12 yeare of his raine, it being the day on which he was borne," etc. 

We have given numerous extracts from the Consiah/es' Accounts for 
the palish of Stockton, which date so far back as the year 1642 and are 
extremely interesting, see page 322 — 331. Payments for "trained soldiers " 
occur very frequently in the earlier accounts, as also do payments in respect 
of cripples, and there is very little doubt that the civil wars were responsible 
for making both classes of recipients a charge on the parish. On page 
327 will be found certain charges in connection with the lodgment of a 
quaker and his wife in the house of correction. Expenses were incurred, too, 
for mending the "Stocks" and "Butts." 

The necessity for keeping this preface within reasonable limits 
makes it impossible for us to notice many items that are of considerable 



interest and importance, but we should like to call attention to the Worfield 
Charter, a copy and translation of which — and its endorsements — are given 
on pages 371 and 372. The manner in which this was — we had almost said 
discovered —is not uninteresting. And as the copy of the Charter in the 
Bodleian Library would appear to be inaccurate (see pages 370 and 371) 
we recommend that a copy of the report be sent to the Curator. The 
photographs of the seal of Edward IV., which is attached to the Charter, 
are given as a frontispiece to the report. 

In conclusion, it is perhaps necessary to say that it is highly 
improbable that the work of inspecting and taking extracts from, and 
notes of, the documents — often performed under considerable difficulty— has 
been done without making a considerable number of mistakes. It is highly 
improbable, too, that we have seen, or been able to make a complete record 
of, all the documents in existence. But we venture to think that the publication 
of the report, of which we recommend that a copy should be sent to the 
incumbent and parish council, or parish meeting, of each parish, will do 
much to stimulate and keep alive a desire to preserve carefully what are 
now in many instances, and what will become in the future, in many 
others, documents of almost priceless value. 

We trust that the report of each parish will be carefully examined, 
and that an effort will be made in each parish to supplement, and where 
necessary, to correct the report. If this is done it is hardly necessary to point 
out that the County will become possessed of what we believe will be, an 
absolutely unique record of its public documents.

CHURCHWARD'ENS' ACCOUNT BOOK, 1544— 1628. 

In the following pages extracts only are given, those entries 
being selected which seem to possess most interest either on account 
of the information they give or on that of the manner in which they 
are m>ade. ^^^hen the same thing occurs year after year, it is not 
generally quoted here again and again, unless for some difference in 
the entry. There are certain expenses of constant occurrence as for 
the bread and wine for Holy Communion, the shingling of the 
Church roofs, the bells, the glazing, scouring the church armour, 
washing the church linen, attendance at visitations, payments of " gaol 
money " and money for maimed soldiers at the quarter sessions. 

The receipts are mostly rents, *' charity money,'' burial fees, hire 
of cows, and interest on loans. 

There is no mention of offertO'ty money nor of Church rates. 
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The original spelling and grammar have been carefully retained. 
The former is, to a great extent, phonetic, and is always interesting 
in connection with local dialect and the growth of language, as well 
as with the state of education among country Vicars and Church- 
wardens.

Cbeswarbinc/' 



The fragments consist of six leaves of vellum size iij by 8 
inches, written in double columns in a. 12th century hand, with 
musical notation in red and black (two capitals blue) without any 
ornamentation. They formed the covers of a book of Churchwardens' 
accounts beginning A.D. 1544, and those pages which were outside 
are much worn and soiled. They are now arranged in their proper 
order and numbered i to 6. 

Fol. I — contains part of a service for a week-day in Advent, 

apparently in the 3rd week. 

2 — part of service for 4th Sunday in Advent. 
3 — part of service for Maunday Thursday. 
4 to 6— almost the whole of the service for Easter Eve, 
and part of ihat for Easter Day. 

The services do not seem to correspond with either Sarum or 
York use. In the following notes they are collated with the Sarum 
Breviary (Lond 4*° 1556) and with York (Venice 1493, reprinted by 
Surtees Society), also with Roman Breviary (Venice — 15H2) and with 
Brev-Monast-Bened (Einsidlen-1738) and with Austin Canons (Louvain- 
1546).

Routes shall make all possible enquiries in order to discover 
such offender or offenders, the expense of which Pursuits 
for the said space of twenty miles of each of the respective 
Routes hereinafter mentioned shall be borne by such 
Members respectively out of their own pockets. 



Fourth That for the better and more expeditious pursuing and 

apprehending any such offender or offenders the several 
persons parties hereto whose names are hereinafter 
particularly mentioned shall in the Pursuit hereby directed 
to be made go or take the several Routes hereinafter 
allotted to them respectively, that is to say, William Purton, 
Esquire the Road leading to Ludlow, Mr George Dallewy 
the Road leading to Chmrch Stretton Mr Richard Edwards 
the Road leading through Wenlock to Shrewsbiu7, Messrs 
Kite and Turner the Road leading to Wellington Mr 
Francis Goodwin the Road leading to Newport Mr John 
Reece the Roads leading through Kinlet Coalbrookdale 
and Broseley to Shrewsbury Mr Thomas Edmunds the 
Road leading through Wolverhampton to Bilston, Mr 
Joseph Wilson the Road leading to Brewood and Cannock, 
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Mr Thomas Farmer the road leading to Tenbury and 
Leominster Mr Thomas Stanyer the Road leading to 
Bewdley and Worcester, Mr Thomas Page of Faintree the 
Road leading to the Craven Arms and Bishop's Castle, 
Mr William Glover the Road leading through Mortimer 
Cleobury to Ludlow, The Reverend William Vickers the 
Road leading to Stourbridge and Brierley Hill, Mrs Ann 
Giles the road leading to Hales Owen, Mr Richard Dallow 
the road leading to PensoK and Bromyard Mr George au 
Minshall through Dudley and West Bromwich to 
Birmingham and Mr William Reynolds the Road leading 
through Kinver towards Bromsgrove. 

Fifth That such of the said parties who in such their 

respective Routes shall happen to overtake or discover any 
such offender or offenders shall use his or her utmost 
Endeavors by hiring Assistance or otherwise to apprehend 
or cause to be apprehended the person or persons so 
suspected and deliver him her or them to the constable or 
other proper officer of the parish or place where such 
person or persons shall be so apprehended and shall attend 
on and assist the said Constable or other proper Officer in 
taking such suspected Person ot Persons before some or one 
of his Majestys Justices of the Peace in order that he she 
or they may be dealt with according to Law and shall 
immediately afterwards return home and within twelve 
hours after his or her Return either give or send notice to 
each of the other Members of this Society that the offender 
or offenders was or were apprehended and dealt with 
according to Law as aforesaid. 

gj -^ That such of the said parties hereto who in their 

respective Routes shall not overtake or on Enquiry discover 
or gain any Intelligence of any offender or offenders within 
the said space of twenty miles shall then return home, 
but such of the said parties who in such his her or their 
^aid pursuit shall receive any Intelligence of any suspected 
person or persons shall continue to pursue and endeavour 
to apprehend such suspected person or persons as long as 
any such Intelligence can be obtained. 

Seventh That each of the said parties who upon having such 

notice as aforesaid shall go in search of and pursue or cause 
to be pursued any such offender or offenders as aforesaid 
further than the distance of twenty miles from his or her 
Dwelling or shall within the said Space of Twenty miles 
gain any Intelligence of and apprehend or cause to be 
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apprehended or be put to any extraordinary expense in 
endeavouring to apprehend such offender or offenders shaJl 
make out an Account of the charges and Expenses which 
he or she shall have been thereby put unto, over and above 
what would have been nec^sarily incurred in a pursuit 
of twenty miles and shall deliver the same together with a 
written certificate or Voucher under the hand of some 
credible person resident at the Town Village Hamlet or 
place near to the extremity of such pursuit of his having 
been there to the Treasurer for the time being who shall 
cause the said Account to be entered in a Book to be 
provided and kept by him for that purpose in which book 
shall be also entered all the receipts and payments of the 
said Treasurer together with any Bye-Laws Resolutions and 
further agreements which may at any time hereafter be 
framed as hereinafter is mentioned for the Government of 
this Society. 

Eighth That such of the said parties hereto who shall not 

under the terms of the fourth Article hereinbefore con- 
tained or be required to make such pursuit as hereinbefore 
is mentioned shall nevertheless immedately after having 
received such notice as aforesaid from the said Treasurer 
or member of the Committee use his her or their utmost 
endeavours to apprehend and secure the offender or 
offenders. And that whenever any such Felony Trespass 
or Misdemeanour as hereinbefore is mentioned shall be 
committed or attempted to be committed for the discovery 
whereof the said Treasurer or Member of the Committee 
shall not think it necessary to require any of the said Parties 
who are particularly named in the said fifth Article to make 
such ptu-suit each and every of the parties hereto shall 
by such means as he or she shall judge most expedient also 
use his or her utmost Endeavors to apprehend and secure 
the offender or offenders in order that he she or they may 
be dealt with according to Law as aforesaid. 

Ninth That in case any offender or offenders shall be 

discovered and apprehended he she or they shall in due 
time be prosecuted and if possible convicted and all the 
charges and expenses paid or occasioned by the pursuing, 
apprehending and prosecuting such offender or offenders 
(except such part thereof as it is hereby agreed shall be 
borne by the several persons who are particularly named 
in the said fourth Article) shall be made out kept and duly 
entered by the Treasurer for the time being in the afore- 
said book which shall be inspected and settled by a majority 
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of the Members of this Society present at the Meeting 
which shall be held next after the trial and Conviction or 
Acquittal of the Person or Persons so apprehended as 
aforesaid and the whole amo-unt thereof shall be borne by 
the said parties hereto and be from time to time when and 
as often as occasion shall require levied and collected by 
the said Treasurer or such Person or Persons as he shall 
appoint by a Rate to be made by him on the said parties 
towards which each of them shall pay or contribute in the 
following Shares or Proportions, that is to say, Mr Joseph 
Wilson shall pay and contribute towards each and every 
such Rate the sum of seventeen shillings and tenpence

pursuance of the Article hereinbefore in that behalf con- 
tained but any person so making default, shall forfiet and 
pay into the hands of the then Treasurer the sum of Ten 
pounds in aid of the funds of this Society. 

Twelfth That Mr Joseph Wilson be and he is hereby elected 

Treasurer of this Society- and the said William Purton. 
\A'iIliam Vicars, Richard Edwards, Thomas Farmer and 
George Minshall a Committee for transacting the ordinar) 
Business thereof, and each of the said Parties hereto shall 
abide not only by these appointments but by all such 
Regulations as shall be made by them for the better ordering 
of the Society. 



Thirteenth That the said Treasurer and Committee shall continnt- 

in offce until the Monday after Easter now next ensuing 
on which day in each and every year shall be held a 
meeting of this Society at such time and place as the 
Treasurer thereof for the time being shall appoint. And such 
of the Members who shall refuse or neglect to attend any of 
the said Meetings shall (unless he can alledge any reason 
which shall by the majority of the Members present at the 
then next meeting of the Society- be considered a sufficient 
excuse for his or her absence) forfeit and pay into the hands 
of the then Treasurer the sum of three shillings and six 
pence for the benefit of this Society And that at the said 
Annual Meeting the majority of the Members then present

like sum of three shillings and six-pence for the benefit of 
the Society And that all orders and Resolutions whatso- 
ever which shall be made and passed by a Majority of the 
Members present at any Annual ot Special Meeting shall 
be entered in the aforesaid Book and being signed by the 
persons forming such Majority shall be as binding and 
conclusive on all the present and future members of this 
Society as if the same were herein inserted. 

Fifteenth That the majority of the members present at any 

Annual or Special Meeting may order and appoint any 
sum or sums of money which they may think reasonable 
and proper to be paid by the Treasurer for the time being 
by way of Gratuity or Reward to any Person or Persons 
(not being a Member or Members of this Society) by whose 
information and assistance any offender or offenders shall 
be apprehended and convicted as aforesaid but no servant 
or other person who shall represent or go in the Stead of 
any Member of this Society in pursuit of any such offender 
or offenders nor any Constable or other Peace Officer shall 
be entitled to the said Rewards unless such Constable or 
other Peace Officer shall voluntarily without being called 
upon for that purpose discover and apprehend any such 
offender or offenders. 
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Sixteenth That if any Member of this Society on whose person 

or property or on the person or Property of whose Servant 
Labourer or \^''arkman any Felony shaU be committed or 
attempted to be committed shall become entitled to and be 
allowed by the Court any Costs for the Prosecution of any 
offender or offenders the same shall be paid to the 
Treasurer for the time being and become a part of the 
general Fund of this Society. 

Seventeenth That the Treasurer for the time being shall 

immediately after any such Felony Trespass or Mls- 
demeaour as aforesaid shall have been committted or 
attempted to be committed cause such advertisements and 
Handbills to be circulated for the Discovery thereof as he 
shall think proper. 

Eighteenth ^^^^^ ^^ Member shall be expelled from this Society 

who shall by the Votes of a ^Majority of the Members 
present at any Annual or special Meeting be judged an 
improper person to continue therein, and that if any member 
shall be desirous of withdrawing himself or herself there- 
from he or she shall upon giving six Calendar months 
notice of such Desire in writing to the Treasurer for the 
time being previous to any Annual Meeting of the Society 
and upon paying off all Contributions and sums of money 
due from him or her up to the time of such Meeting and 
having previously performed all the Articles and Engage- 
ments herein contained and all other Regulations of the 
Society' be discharged therefrom and no longer entitled to 
the Benefit or Protection thereof. 



Nineteenth That if any person or persons shall after the day ot 

the date hereof be desirous of becoming a Member or 
Members of this Society he she or they shall on signif5nng 
such desire to the Treasurer thereof for the time being be 
ballotted for by the Members present at the then next 
Meeting and in case the person or persons so ballotted for 
shall be approved by a Majority of the Votes of such 
Members he she or they shall on payment of the sum of 
ten shillings and sixpence to the said Treasurer for the 
Benefit of this Society be admitted a party to these presents 
on signing and sealing thereof, but it is hereby agreed that 
no such~ Payment shall be required from the Widow or other 
personal Representative of any deceased Member who on 
being approved by Ballot as aforesaid shall be admitted a 
party hereto without Payment of such Fine.

AND LASTLY each if the said parties hereto doth 
hereby consent and agree to confirm abide by and perform 
every part of these Articles and that the party or parties 
who shall by a Majority of the Members present at any 
Annual or Special Meeting be found tO' have neglected or 
refused to fulfil and perform every and any of the Articles 
or Conditions herein contained shall forfeit and pay into 
the hands of the then Treasurer such sum of money (not 
exceeding the sum of twenty po^unds) as such majority shall 
think proper which Sum if not paid within one month after 
the same shall have been adjudged forfeited as aforesaid 
and having been demanded by the Treasurer for the time 
being shall be recovered in an Action of Debt against the 
Party or Parties so forfeiting in the name of the said 
Treasurer together with all such charges and expenses as 
shall be occasioned by suing for and recovering the same

The Rectory Hooxse consists of about five Biays of Building; ye 
Bam Stable and Cow House are ten Bays. All ye Land belonging to 
ye Rectory is ye Church-yard Garden Orchard Fold-yard and Barn- 
yard, which consists of betwixt two and three Acres or thereabout. 

All tithes are due to ye Rector in kind (excepting ye Demesnes 
of Dudmiaston for which there is paid forty shillings yearly) and if any 
Land produces two Crops in one year ye tithes of both are by Special 
custom due. 

The Custom for tithing Hay Clover and Rye-grass is ye Fleventh 
cockj and ye eleve:nth Mow of Wheat Mon' com and Rye, and ye 
tenth cock of Pease Barley Oats and Vetches, and ve tenth bottle of 
Hemp and Flax if ye land it grows upon be less than a Statute Acre ; 
and ye time for tithing these aforesaid sorts of Grain Hay &c. is when 
they are sufficiently fielded and made ready to carry. 

The Rector has a tithe Lamb at Seven and! allows three pence 
for each Lamb under ten, but if they be under seven ye owner pays 
him three pence for each Lamb; and ye time of tithing Lambs may 
be deferred till Midsummer (O'ld Stile) if ye Rector pleases. If Sheep 
are wintered in ye Parish there is a penny due for ye herbage of each 
Sheep and three pence for ye fall of each Lamb. 

So ye Rector has a tithe pig at Seven and allows three half pence 
for each pig under ten, but if they be under seven ye owner pays 
three half pence for each pig. Soi likewise ye Rector has a tithe 
Goo'se at seven and allows one penny for each Goose under, ten, but 
if they be under seven ye owner pays one penny for each Goose, For 
a Cow there is due one penny, for a Calf one haJf penny excepting 
Lye Hall Farm which pays a Calf in kind, or else Seven shillings and 
six pence, at ye choice of ye Rector. For a Colt there is due four 
pence, for a Stall of Bees when put down or remioved into another 
Parish three pence. 

For a Cock there is due three Eggs, for a Hen two Eggs, for a 
Pullet one Egg, and ye same for Drakes Ducks Turkeys and' all other 
sorts of fowls. 

The Surplice Fees are for a Marriage with a Licence five shillings, 
for a Marriage by Banns one Shilling and Six pence, and one shilling 
for publishing; for a Burial Six pence, and for Churching four pence. 

For Easter offerings, as Communicants ye custom is for a Man 
and his wife to pay two pence, and a Single person two pence, which 
is all paid by ye Master or Mistress of the family, for a Garden is 
paid a penny, and for Smoke a farthing.

COMMISSIONERS ON BOROUGH OF RUYTON. 



1.— The Borough of Ruyton, in the County of 
Salop, was ancieiitlv a parcel of the possessions of the 
powerful family of the Earls of Arundel in tiie Marches 
of Wales, under the designation of " Burgurn de Nova 
Ruyton." The origin of those possessions is more 
particularly traced in the Report of the Borough of 
Clun. 

Respecting Edmund, Earl of Arundel, Granter of 
the Charter to Ruyton, hereinafter noticed, Dugdalc 
(bar. i. 316) gives the following information *' which 
"Edmund, in 34 Edward 1st having received the 
" honor of knighthood with Prince Edward, and divers 
"persons of note, by the solemn ceremony of bathing, 
** &c., attended the King in his expedition at that 
" time made into Scotland so likewise, in 35 Edward ist. 
" In 3 and 4 Edwd. 2nd, he was again in the Wars of 
"Scotland; and in 5 Edward 2nd obtained the King's 
** Charter for a Market every week, upon the Wednesday 
** at his Mannor of Ruyton, in the Marches of Wales, 
" with a fair yearly, on the eve and day of the Nativity 
" of St. John Baptist and three days next following.'' 

Three years prior to his obtaining this Royal Grant 
of a Market and Fair, it appears that he had conctded, 
by Charter, to the Burgesses of Ruyton, the privileges 
referred to hereafter. 

2 — There are two Townships of Ruyton. the old 
and the new ; of which New Ruyton is strictly co- 
extensive, and indeed is identified with the Borough. 
They form a portion of an extensive Manor called the 
Manor of '* Ruyton-XI. -Towns," and are considered as 
one " Town " m forming a component part of that 
Manor. Six of these eleven Towns or Townships, are 
included in the Parish of Ruyton, namely, Ruyton, 
Cotton, Wiykey, Shotatton, Shelvok, and Eardiston. 
The remaining five, namely. West Felton, Sutton, Rednal, 
Haughton, and Tedsmore lie without the Parish. 
There have been perambulations of the Parish once in 
every seven years at least ; but none of the Borough : 
the limits of which, however, are stated to be perfectly 
well known and defined, and never to have been tha 
subject of dispute or litiuation. 
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Charter. 3,— There is a tradition that at a fire which consumed 

the Vicarage of Ruyton about half a century ago, some 
Charters reiaiting to that Borough were destroyed. 

The translation of the Charter of John Earl of 
Arundel and Mountravers, inspecting and confirming 
antecedent Charters of Richard Earl of Arundel and 
Surrey, and of Edmund, his Grandfather, was taken 
from a copy on Parchment among Documents in the 
custody of the present Vicar. A Latin copy of the 
same Charter also accompanies this Report. 

The original Charter (of Edmund) is dated at 
Ruyton on the Sunday next before the Feast of the 
Nativity of St, John the Baptist in the 2nd year of the 
Reign of the Lord King Edward, son of King Edward. 

The confirmation, by Richard, is dated at Castle 
Philipp, ist Septr. 17 Richard. 2. ; and that by John, 
at London, 22nd April, 8 Henry 6th. It grants to his 
Burgesses of Ruyton a free Borough in that town, 
"and to everyone that hath taken, or henceforth may 
'* be willing to take land of the said Borough, one 
"place of Burgage, and three acres of Field Land to 
" have and to hold for us and our Heirs, to themselves, 
" and to their Heirs and Assigns, freely for ever ; 
" rendering therefrom yearly to us and our Heirs, for 
'each Burgage, twelve pence, and each acre of land 
" four pence, &c." It exempts them from " Toll, 
" Passage, and pontage through all our lands, and also 
" of heriots, reliefs, tallage, and of all other customs," 
and grants them " the laws and customs of Bristol, whole 
" and inviolable for ever : so that no bailiff of ouf do 
" in no wise set his hand against the laws a ' customs 
"aforesaid, &c. And that they may have the laws and 
*' customs aforesaid as wholly and frf y as the Citizens 
"of Hereford, or the Burgesses o Shrewsbury hold 
" them. And that from henceforth no one may do any 
" Merchandize in the Borough aforesaid, unless it be 
" of the said law, or by the consent of the said 
" Burgesses," 

It then gives them a Gild Mercatory, with Assize 
of Bread and Ale, and with other like immunities; 
reserving, however, for each brewing that they have 
brewed in the Borough, three Gallons of Ale for him 
and his Heirs.

5. — No appointment of corporate Officers whatsoever 
is recognized by the Charter, which only incidentally 
notices the office of Bailiff, in terms from which it may 
be inferred that here (as in a multitude of other places 
in the Marches and Principality of Wales) the municipal 
officers were mere appendages of the lordship of the 
Borough or manor. 

Municipal Corporations in England and 
Wales 

In point .of practice, a high and low bailiff are 
appointed annually, at the Court leet, in the month of 
October. The high Bailiff for time being nominates 
the succeeding high and low baihffs, without any 
interference on the part of the lord. 

In general, the burgesses who attend on the jury 
at that Court form a majority of the whole body of 
Burgesses. They are not, however, consulted by the 
bailiff as to the appointment of his successors ; though 
sometimes, as a matter of courtesy, the intended 
appointments are communicated to them, with an 
inquiry whether there is any objection to them. No 
instance has occurred of any objection taken on the 
part of the burgesses. They had been uniformly chosen 
from among the burgesses, until last year, when a 
departure from that practice first occurred, and one of 
the bailiffs was appointed from among the inhabitants 
at large. 

6. — The Baihffs appear to have no other functions 
than the appointing of the serjeant-at-mace, and 
furnishing him with the list of persons to be summoned 
on the juries ; and although they attend at the Assizes, 
and are regularly called upon the roll of magistrates 
they have no magisterial duties whatever to perform, 
they have no salaries or emoluments from any source. 

7- — The Serjeant at Mace is appointed by the 
bailiffs annually, in point of form ; but the same 
individual is generally reappointed while able and 
willing to serve. 

8.— He assists the Constable of the ^Borough as a 
conseivator of the Peace, each of the Townships of 
New and Old Ruyton appointing district constables ; 
and he summons the juries from the Bailiffs* list.

He carries an ancient silver Mace with the 
inscriptions " Liberum Burgude Nova Ruyton " and 
" Edmuud Comes Arun," and decorated with the 
Arundel Arms, and those of England and France. 
Emolunocnt. 9.— At the annual fair on the 5th July, the Scrjeant- 

at-Mace takes id. per standing from all non-Burgesses 
exposing Goods for .sale, and 6d from every non- 
Burgess who sells ale or keeps any shop within the 
Borough these payments are generally submitted to, 
and form the whole of the emoluments of his office ; 
but he shares in a dinner given by the Lord annually 
on the Court day, to all but the bailiffs, who pay for 
themselves. 

10. — It is reputed that the freedom of the Borough 
may be obtained by bir!h, as son of an actual burgess 
or by marriage with the daughter ot a burgess. But 
in many instances, the privilege is not thought worthy 
of being insisted on, 

II. — There are no fees whatsoever payable in respect 
of the freedom or offices. 

12. —The Charter grants "that a free Court be 
** made out and held of three weeks to three weeks 
** if it be necessary ; and that no one of the Burgesses 
" be impleaded, nor judged unless in the said Court, 
" and that by their equals " But there is no record or 
trace of the holding of any such Court ; and the only 
Court holden within the Borough is that of the leet, 
for the Manor at large, at which nuisances generally 
throughout the Manor are presented, and ail the 
Officers of the eleven Towns, as well as of the 
Borough are appointed. 

Ju'*'eS' 15. — The bailiffs give the scrjeant-at-mace a list of 

tlie persons whom he is to summon on the jury, 
consisting indiscriminately of all qualified inhabitants, 
without reference to their Burgess right. Their attend- 
ance is procured without difficulty. 

They have no fees or advantages beyond the dinner, 
for which the Lord of the Manor allows ;^5. 

Police. 14' — The serjeant-at-mace and constable form the 

whole local police. There are three county magistrates 
resident within two or three miles of the town. 

Gaol. 15- — There is a lock-up house in the Borough, the 

upper part of which is let as a saddler's shop. Formerly 
the Bailiff of the manor used to receive the rent of 
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the shop; although no repairs have been done to it, 
at the expense either of the present lord (Earl of 
Powis) or the late (Lord Craven). 

About 20 years ago, the lock-up being in a very 
dilapidated state, the burgesses raised a sum by 
subscription among themselves for its repair, and have 
since been allowed to receive the rent of the saddler's 
shop (;^i) nominally, however only, for none has 
actuaUy been paid. The lock-up answers all the 
purpose here required for confinement of prisoners. 

16. — The Charter provides " that all and singular 
" the Bui^esses aforesaid and their heirs and assigns, 
" have free common of pasture for all their cattle overy- 
" where within the whole manor of Ruyton, with its 
" members, where other tenants, as well free as others, 
" do common." And, in point of fact, a right of 
common is exercised by them upon a common consist- 
ing of about 36 acres, called Cliffe. This right has 
been used by all inhabitants of Xew Ruyton whether 
holding inclosed lands or not, without interruption, and 
for all their sheep without stint. The sheep of the 
inhabitants of Old Ruyton, depasturing there, have 
been occasionally impounded. This is the only property 
of the Burgesses. 

17. — There is no patron^e, Ecclesiastical or Civil, 
belonging exclusively to the Borough. A Court for 
the Registration of Wills and Administrations is held 
by prescription for the whole Lordship : but it has no 
exclusive powers or jurisdiction : and the very rare 
instances in which it has been used of late years, are 
those in which, the property being very small, it was 
desirable to diminish expense as much as possible In 
the last 34 years, only two Wills have been proved in 
it ; and no Administrations granted. 

M. C. I. 16. o. 2. 

18 — The living of Ruyton is a Vicarage, in the 
Diocese of Lichfield and Coventry, and in the patronage 
of the Crown. 

The present Vicar, the Rev. George Evans, MA,, 
of Christ's Church, Oxford, has held it about ten years, 
without any other preferment, doing the entire duty 
himself 

The gross value is about £z^^ per annum The 
Church is calculated to accommodate about 360 persons. 
The population of the entire Parish is about 950. 
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School. 19. — There is a National School in connexion with 

the Church, established by subscriptions in land and 
money, vested in Trustees to the use of the School. 

It has at present about 85 Scholars, and is said to 
be well regulated. 

20. — A meeting of Independent Methodists has 
been recently established here, who have erected a 
Chapel, to which there is much resort from the 
neighbouring Townships. 

They have not yet connected any School with 
their establishment. 

21. — No manufactories have been, or are likely to 
be, established in this vicinity. 

Able-bodied labourers can procure employment in 
Agriculture, at all seasons, without much difficulty, at 
weekly wages of about nine shillings. 

22. — This is one of the thirteen united Parishes 
contributory to the House of Industry at Oswestry. 

It is not easy under any circumstances, and 
impossible on a cursory Inquiry of a few hours, to 
obtain accurate testimony from impartial sources, on 
any subject connected with the regulation of the Poor. 
Here it is said that the House of Industry is very 
unpopular, that old people especially consider it almost 
as death to be removed from their relatives and prefer 
to live upon i/6 per week rather than become inmates 
of the Workhouse ; and it is stated that, in fact, there 
is not one Pauper there from the Borough of Ruyton, 
and very few from the Parish at large. 

Poor Rates, 23. — The practice here is to make quarterly collections 

for the Poor Rate. For the year ending Easter, 1833, 
4/- in the Pound on an assessment estimated at about 
one-fifth of the Rack-Rent, was levied. The total 
amount applied to the relief of the Poor was for that 
year ;^292 12s. od. It has not varied during the last 
twelve years. 

pyt^i;^ 24. — There are three Public-houses in the Borough, 

Houses and only one Beer-shop, which is said to do very little 

and Beer business, and hitherto not to have done any harm. It

To All Christian People to whom this present 
writing may come, John Earl of Arundell and Lord 
OF MouNTRAVERS sendeth greeting in the Lord 
Everlasting. 

We have seen a certain writing of confirmation of 
a Charter of Edmund late Earl of Arundell our 
ancestor made to the Burgesses of our Town of Ruyton 
their heirs and assigns by Richard Earl of Arundell 
and Surry, to the following Tenor, Richd. Earl of 
Arundell and Surry, to all to whom this present 
writing should comCj greeting in the Lord, We have 
seen a certain writing of Edmund our Grandfather, late 
Earl of Arunt>gll, in these words. 

To all men to whom this present writing may be 
seen or heard, Edmund Earl of Arundell sendeth 
greetmg in the Lord Everlasting, know ye that we have 
granted and by this our present Charter confirmed to 
our beloved and faithful Burgesses of Ruyton and to 
their heirs and assigns that they may have free 
Borough in the Town of Ruyton, And we have given 
and have granted to everyone that have taken or hence- 
forth may be willing to take one place of Burgage and 
three acres of Field land to have and to hold for us 
and our heirs to themselves and to their heirs and 
assigns freely for ever rendering therefrom yearly to us 
and our heirs for each Burgage, twelve-pence, and each 
acre of land four-pence at two terms of the year. One- 
half to wit at the feast of St. Michael and the other 
half at the feast of the Annunciation of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary for all things and demands. We have 
granted also for us and our heirs that the aforesaid 
Burgesses and assigns be free of Toll, Passage and 
Pontage through all our lands, and also of Heriots, 
Reliefs, Tillage, and of all other customs belonging to 
us and our heirs for ever. And that the aforesaid 
Burgesses may have the Laws and Customs of Bristol 
whole and inviolable for ever. So that no Baliff of ours 
do in no wise set his hand against the Laws and 
Customs aforesaid to the loss of the said Burgesses 
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nor enter there to the prejudice of the same. 
And that they may have the Laws and Customs 
aforesaid as wholly and freely, as the Citizens 
of HifiK.iFORD, or the Burgesses of Shrewsbury hold 
tbeni in all things to the same Law belonging for ever. 
And that from henceforth no one may do any Merch- 
aiiOiiie in the Borough aforesaid, unless it be of the said 
Law, or by the consent of the Burgesses. And that 
the Burgessss aforesaid may have a Gild Mercat, with 
assize of Bread and Ale, and with all things to the 
same Gild belonging. So that if any stranger may come 
into the said Borough and hold land and be in Scot 
and Lot with the Burgesses aforesaid for one year and 
one day, he may remain there free, and never be hindered 
by his Lord : We have granted also to the same, that 
they may be able to attack, imprison, and of themselves, 
to judge all thieves, homicides and evil doers that may 
come into the said Borough. And if it happens that 
we or our heirs take any victuals of the Burgesses 
aforesaid, we do satisfy them of the price within forty 
days then next following. But if we do not, we may 
take nothing more from them until we have made 
satisfaction of the debt aforesaid, except this, that 
for ea:h brewing that they have brewed in the Borough 
aforesaid, they wiii give to us and our heirs, three 
gallons of ale, we w.U also, and have granted for us 
and our heirs, hat no one do presume to Brew, sell 
or buy in our Lordship of Ruyton, with its Members, 
where our power lies unless by the consent of the 
Burgesses aforesaid, and leave of the same. And that 
all and singular :.he Burgesses aforesaid and their heir« 
and assigns have free common of pasture for all their 
Cattle every where within the whole manor of Ruyton, 
with its Members, where other Tenants, as well free as 
others do common, and that a free Court be made out 
and held of three weeks in three weeks if it be 
necessary, and that no one of them be impleaded nor 
adjudged, unless in the said Court, and that by their 
equals. 

And we the said Edmund, Earl of Arundell, 
and our heirs all the Burgages aforesaid, lands and 
tenements aforesaid, with all and singular, the Liberties, 
Laws, free Customs and easements, and all other their 
appurtenances aforesaid, to all and singular the Burgesses 
and their heirs and assigns, as well present, as to come 
against ai» men, will warrant, acquit and for ever defend. 
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In Witness Whereof to this present writing, we have 
put our Seal, dated at Ruyton, Sunday next before 
the feast of Nativity of St. John the Baptist, in the 
second year of the reign of the Lord King Edwajd 
son of King Edward, which certain writing to the same 
Burgesses and their successors. We approve, ratify and 
confirm in all things, so that we, nor our heirs by 
reason of this present ratification of Right and Royalty, 
which we and our ancestors of old have had, or ought 
to have against the said Burgesses and their successors 
in nothing prejudge and exclude in future. 

In Witness Whereof to these presents, we have 
caused our Seal to be put. Dated at our Castle 
Philipp, First day of Septr. in the Seventeenth year of 
the reign of King Richard the Second. Which same 
Charter and writing with all and singular its Liberties 
and Franchises in this said Charter contained. We the 
same Earl John for us and our heirs to our beloved 
Burgesses of our town of Ruyton aforesaid, their heirs 
and successors, we approve, ratify, and by these 
presents confirm. In Witness, we have put our Seal 
to these presents. Dated the 22nd day of April, in 
our Manor, London, in the 8th year of the reign of 
King Henry 6th after the Conquest.

A comparison of the 
Charter with the copy from the Bodleian MS. disclosed the fact thai 
Ihe latter is incorrect in several places, and it is therefore possible that 
the Curator would be glad to receive a correct copy.
